G.S.R. 278. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to nilicle 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the 
Central Public Works Department (Subordinate Offices) Junior 
Engineers (Civil and Electrical) Recruitment Rules, 1972, 
published with the notification of the Government of India 
in the Ministry of Works and Housing (Works Division) No. 
GSR 221 dated the 19th February, 1972, namely: — 

1. Short title and Commencement. — (1) These rules may be 
called the Central Public Works Department (Subordinate 
Offices) Junior Engineers (Civil and Electrical Recruitment 
Amendment Rules, 1974. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2, Amendment of the Schedule. — In the Schedule to the 
Central Public Works Department (Subordinate Offices) Junior 
Engineers (Civil and Electrical) Recruitment Rules, 1972, 
against item 1 and 2, under column 6, for the entries, the 
following entries shall respectively be substituted, namely : 

“Between 18 years and 25 years (30 years for the 
examinations to be held during the period from the 
19th August, 1972 to the 18th August, 1974). Relax- 
able for Departmental candidates, having prescribed 
qualifications, upto 40 years."

G.S.R. 279. — In exercise of the powers conferred by tho 
proviso to article 309 of the consitution. the President here- 
by makes the following rules to amend the Railway Service 
Commissions (Chairmen, Member-Secrelarics and Assistant- 
Secretaries) Recruitment Rules, 1970, namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be 
called the Railway Service Commissions (Chairmen, Member- 
Secretaries and Assistant-Secretaries) Recruitment (Amendment) 
Rules, 1974,

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Substitution of Role 5, — In the Railway Service Com- 
missions (Chairmen, Member-Secretaries and Assistant Sec- 
retaries) Recruitment Rules, 1970 for rule 5, the following 
rule shall be substituted namely : — 

“5. Tenure of office of Chairman. — (1) A Chairman of 
a Railway Service Commission shall hold office for 
a period of six years or till he attains the age of 
62 years, whichever is earlier. 

Provided that a serving officer when appointed as 
Chairman, Railway Service Commission, will be on 
’deputation 1 until he attains the age of superannua- 
tion and thereafter, he will be on ’rc-employmcnt* 
terms. 

(2) A person who is appointed as n Chairman of a 
Railway Service Commission, shall on the expiry 
of his tenure of office, be ineligible for appointment 
as Chairman or Member-Secretary of a Railway 
Service Commission and, in the case of a person 
initially appointed as Chairman by transfer on 
deputation also to revert back to his parent depart- 
ment”.
